OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 



Your RadioShack Stereo Amplified Lis- 
tener picks up sounds around you and 
amplifies them for easy listening. Take 
the listener with you on field trips and 
amplify nature’s sounds. Or, use the 
listener to increase the sound level for 
your private listening pleasure while 
you watch TV or listen to music with 
someone who prefers a lower volume 
level. 

Your listener includes the following 
features. 

Dual Microphones — provide a natu- 
ral stereo image. The microphones’ 
wide pick-up patterns accurately repro- 
duce sounds above and to the sides of 
you, in addition to sound directly in 
front of you. 

Low-Noise Amplifier — boosts the 
microphones’ signals and sends them 
to stereo headphones (not supplied). 

VOLUME Control — lets you adjust the 
left and right channels at the same 
time. 

BALANCE Control — lets you adjust 
the balance between the left and right 
channels for the most natural sound. 


Lightweight Compact Design — lets 
you easily carry the listener almost 
anywhere. 

3-Band Equalizer — boosts the sound 
of three frequency ranges to compen- 
sate for the ear’s limited sensitivity in 
these ranges. 

Note: This device is not intended to be 
used as a hearing aid. If you are hear- 
ing impaired, we recommend recom- 
mend that you consult a hearing 
specialist. 

PREPARATION 

The listener requires stereo head- 
phones with a Va-inch (3.5 mm) plug. 

Note: Use headphones with at least 16 
ohms impedance. Using headphones 
with a lower impedance can reduce the 
volume. 

You can place the listener on a flat sur- 
face or wear it around your neck. If you 
wear the listener, thread one end of 
the supplied cord through the hole on 
the back of the listener. Then place the 
listener around your neck.

INSTALLING 

BATTERIES 

Your listener requires two AAA batter- 
ies for operation. For the iongest bat- 
tery life, we recommend RadioShack 
aikaiine batteries. Foiiow these steps 
to instail the iistener’s batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (stan- 
dard, aikaiine, or rechargeabie), or 
rechargeabie batteries of different 
capacities. 

1. Siide the battery compartment 
cover in the direction of the arrow, 
and remove the cover. 



2. Instaii the batteries as indicated 
by the poiarity symbois (- 1 - and -) 
marked inside the compartment. 



3. Repiace the compartment cover. 


When the ievel weakens or distorts or 
the listener stops operating properly, 
replace both batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of oid batteries 
promptiy and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
listener for a week or more, remove 
the batteries. Batteries can ieak chemi- 
cais that can destroy eiectronic parts. 

OPERATION 

Foiiow these steps to operate the iis- 
tener. 

1 . Rotate VOLUME ali the way to the 
right to insure the voiume is turned 
aii the way down.

2. Slide aii ranges of the equaiizer to 
the (-) position. 

3. Siide OFF/ON to ON. 

4. Piug the headphones (not sup- 
piied) into the PHONES jack and 
put them on. 
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Warning: Be sure not to get the 
headphones and listener too close 
to each other. Doing so can cause 
feedback in the headphones. 

5. Rotate VOLUME to adjust the vol- 
ume to a comfortable listening 
level. 


6. Rotate BALANCE to adjust the bal- 
ance. 

7. Slide the equalizer ranges up or 
down to the desired frequency 
range. 

8. Set OFF/ON to OFF when you fin- 
ish using the listener.
